“RAPE AND RACE: 
OUR VIOLENCE AGAINST BLACK WOMEN”

Many black activists, coming to political maturity dur- 
ing the Black power period of the 1960's, often argued that 
there were certain crimes of which black people were in- 
capable. Black folks didn't commit suicide, we thought. 
Black people could not betray the struggle for freedom, we 
believed. Most importantly, contrary to the infamous 
Moynihan Report— which claimed that black women had 
emasculated brothers and that our families were in 
shambles — we affirmed the unity of our people. Part of 
this affirmation was the notion that black men did not, or 
could not, commit the kind of brutal, physical crimes 
against black women that our slavemasters 120 years ago 
had casually committed. 

Any illusions along these lines were disspelled in- 
stantly when one spends only one day with the Rape Crisis 
Center of Mobile, Alabama. These observations are drawn 
from a single black neighborhood, but the same examples 
of physical violence directed by black men against black 
women exist in every city, town and rural community within 
Black America. 

Black women are raped every day with impunity in 
Mobile. On Easter Sunday, 1979, six reported rapes occur- 
red. The Rape Crisis Center personnel cannot begin to 
relate all the instances of black-against-black rape, but a 
few cases standout. A severely mentally retarded black 
woman was raped twice within two years; one fourteen 
year old girl was raped twice, and when the second inci- 
dent occurred her parents refused to go to the Center to 
take her home. One black prostitute was attacked by a 
black man; she slashed him with a knife, but he continued 
to rape her as he bled all over her dress. Despite her blood- 
soaked dress and the physical evidence, the police refused 
to apprehend her assailant. 

Most rape victims in Mobile are taken to the University 
of South Alabama Medical Center. After being interviewed 
by a triage nurse, the women are examined by a physician. 
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This includes a pelvic exam, often followed by.an antipreg- 


nancy medication. Since the majority of rape victims have 
also contracted gonorrhea or syphilis, or a combination of 
both diseases, either penicillin or tetracycline is adminis- 
tered. Hospital records are kept on the victims’ emotional 
and physical state. After the examination, a woman from 
the Rape Crisis Center talks to the victim; when the victim’s 
family arrives, a male counselor talks to them. 

The attitudes of local police and law-enforement of- 
ficials in Mobile have improved recently in the handling of 
rape cases. Rape victims are treated increasingly with 
respect, and police have become more senistive in dealing 
with husbands and family members of the victims of 
violence. Still, the legal system in Alabama and in other 
states makes it almost impossible to arrest and convict a 
black woman’s rapist. One Center counselor states, “We 
have no convictions of white men or black men for raping 
black women. The only cases would be a male raping a 
child or a black man raping a white woman.” In short, if a 
black woman is acquainted with a male friend, or has din- 
ner with him, or is alone in an automobile with him, etc., 
“she can be raped, and the courts will not do anything 
about it.” 


The reasons for the failure of the legal system to pro- 
tect black women are varied. Many women refuse to file 
charges, even though about one half of all rape victims 
know their assailant personally. Some women blame 
themselves for the assault; others are fearful that they will 
be victimized again. Without a great deal of corroborative 
evidence, it is difficult to prove that the crime even occur- 
red. Most juries assume a “blame the victim” attitude, and 
lawyers for rapists often distort the personal history of a 
woman to create prejudices against the victim. 

How do we stop the violence against our daughters 
and mothers, our wives and sisters? We begin by confront- 
ing the violence and contempt perpetuated by black men 
for black women — the violence perpetuated by our 
schools and condoned by our churches, fostered by our 
casual acceptance of sextist beliefs and the second class 


citizenship which a male-dominant culture sanctions. The

BAD AIN’t GOOD! 


“Many consumers feel that they are paying more and receiv- 
ing less for their clothing dollar, and in many instances, they 
are right, said Hope Jackson, Manager of the Newark Office 
of Consumer Action. 

“Consumers should take the necessary time and care 
when purchasing clothing. Although sales are important, 
price should not be the sole determinant in the selection pro- 
cess. The quality of the fabic and the workmanship of the arti- 
cle should be carefully considered along with the price. 
Remember, clothing that is poorly made or that doesn't fit 
properly is a bad buy at any price," said Ms. Jackson. 

The Newark Office of Consumer Action recommends 
that consumers take the following precautions: 

* Inspect the workmanship of the item and make certain 
you will not have to make repairs before the garment can 
be worn. 


* Don’t take anything for granted. Cotton fabrics may not be 
washable, shoes may not be fitted with arch supports. 


* Read the care labels. Special handling may be more cost- 
ly or time consuming than you can afford. 


* Reject items if patterns or plaids are mismatched. 


* Askquestions and determine if the merchandise is return- 
able if there are problems. 


* Before investing in fashionable leathers and suedes, ask 
your dry-cleaners the costs and time it will take to clean 
them. 


e Follow care instructions carefully. If problems arise, take 
back the merchandise. Some of the diasterous results of 
buying unwisely include trim that bleeds onto the main 
garment and dye colors that fade or run, puckered seams 
when incompatible materials are combined; synthetic 
suedes that stiffen when dry-cleaned and bonded interfac- 
ings that frequently produce a bubbled surface on men's 
suits.

If you aren't 
counted, you may be the reason why your 
state does not have enough money for job 
training projects, adequate low cost housing, 
health care services, day care centers, 
emergency food and medical aid, or welfare 
assistance. Let's all promise to be our 
"brothers brother," in the political world, 
hecause your every second in this world is 
governed by some kind of politics.
